which should be 
able to give an 
undertaking to the 
licensing authority 
that they will make 
the imported goods 
available dlrtcty 
to handloom wea- 
vers. Such Appli- 
cations should be 
submitted through 
the Registrar of 
Co-operative So 
cietiesof the State 

concerned.) 

(d) Manufacturers of 
gas mantles, etc. 


3. Licences holders will not be permitted to utilise more than 5% of the face-value of thei- 
Ucences for import of no and 150 deniers art silk yam in bright finishes. They will, howevor, b< 
permitted to ^n»e their licences to import staple fibre yarn against their licences if they so desire. 

3. Ap plic at i ons in the prescribed form and manner may be submitted to the Import Trad 
Controllers at the ports. Tne licensing authorities have been instructed to entertain application! 
for this item in advance of the commencement of the ensuing licensing period and to issue import 
licences immediately. 

4. To simplify the procedure for licensing, th* licensing authorities are also being instruct ;c 
to grant Import licences to established importers on the basis of import licences issued during tin 
January- June 1933 period Established importers are advised to forward with their application 
the Exchange Control copies of the import licences for the period January -June 1953. It is no 
necessary for them to submit any other evidence.
